When Maracek entered the shed, he 
heard what he thought was the grunt- 
ing of a hog.

Forged Notes of Business 
Men in the Vaults, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2—The discov- 
ery of alleged forgeries and defalca- 


‘|tions aggregating, atcorfing to unof- 


ficial advices, approximately $210,000, to- 
day resulted in closing the doors of the 
First National Bank of Mineral Point, 
Wis., and the appointment of John W. 
Schofield of the office of the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency ag receiver of the 
Wisconsin institution. Arrests were ex- 
pected to follow the closing of the bank 
after a conference between the Federal 
authorities at Minéral Point. 

The first word of irregularities in the, 
bank reached the Treasury Department 
on Oct. 5, when National Bank Examin- 
er Richard W. Goodhart, who had been 
making his regular examination of the 
bank's condition, telegraphed to the 
Comptroller of the Currency that he had 
found some shortages and questionable 
paper. 

The first Indications were that the loss 
would reach only $90,000. The figures of 
the discrepancy then began to grow and 
the last amount reported. to Washing- 
ton swelled the loss to $128,000. 

The losses of other paper in the bank 
subsequently discovered probably ac- 
count for the difference between this 
amount and the $210,000 of alleged short- 
age announced in the press reports.

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TELLING THE TRUTH IN DIPLOMACY. 

Mr. Charles R. Crane, who is drawing salary 
as Ambassador to China, but was recalled to ex- 
plain a newspaper publication which, it is said, 
emanated from him, is receiving his first lesson 
in the noble art of diplomacy. 

Under the old rules of the game, an minvpiene 
dor was an honorable gentleman, sent to foreign 
parts to lie for his country. He had to be a mas- 
ter of the art of speech and perfectly familiar 
with the usages of the best society. It was his 
duty to speak politely, wittily, freely, frankly, but 
always to lie. By the rules, he lost numbers 
whenever, by intent or forgetfulness, he told the 
truth. When Prince Bismarck ran the gam. he 
introduced an amendment. “Tpll the truth,” he 
instructed his ambassadors, “tell it freely, frank- 
ly, brutally. Nobody will believe you, and so 
the truth is better than a lie. It mystifies; which 
is the most profitable kind of deception.” It was 
not exactly in these words, but they state his 
meaning. Sometimes-he was cynical. The French 
Ambassador asked him one day if he had any de- 
signs on Luxembourg. “No,” he replied, “I 
have not. But suppose'I had. Do you think my 
answer would be any different?” And the French- 
man went on wondering if Bismarck had any de- 
‘signs on Luxembourg. ~These rules were based. 
on the principle enunciated by Taileyrand that} 
‘language was given to man to enable him to 
conceal his thought.” | 

These rules, however, were-neyer adopted in 
American diplomacy,...Jefferson, who laid the 
foundations of our foreign policy, instructed 
American diplomats to tell the truth when it was 
expedient to do so for American interests. If not, 
the diplomat was to say nothing, or if he could 
not keep silent, he should change the subject, talk 
about the weather, or the latest sensation in 
mesmerism. He did not put it in just these 
words, but they express his meaning.

Dr. Jordan Also Finds 100 
Pounds of Decayed Sausage 
Passed by Inspectors. 





Disclosures which he believes are 
confirmatory of the charges that Fed- 
cral inspection of~meat is no guaranty 
of purity and wholesomeness have been 
nade by Dr. G. Alexander Jordan, As- 
sistant Health Commissioner. 

Four carcasses of beef badly infected 
with melanosis, a black ulcerous 
growth, have been found in the Nelson 
Motris Packing Co.’s covler at 339 South 
Vanceventer avenue, and 10 pounds of 
Sausage, shipped by the Alton Packing 
Co., directly to dealers in St. Louis, has 
been pronounced putrid. 

Both beef and sausage, Dr. Jordan 
says, were “passed” by Government fn- 
spectors and bore the Government 
stamp. 

In a letter to Dr. J. 3, Brougham, in- 
snector in charge of the loca! office of 
-the Bureau of Animal Industry, Dr 
Jordan declares that the b-ef found at 
the Morris company’s cooler could have 
been allowed to be sold only through 
“gross carélessnegs or premeditation.’’ 


ner found the beef he notified the Nel- 
son Morris Packing Co.’s officials in 
East St. Louis that it must be destroyed. 
They asked for permission to return 
iié carcasses to East St. Louis. This 
was denhled and later they consented 
that the meat be destroyed. 

Dr. Jordan wrote to Dr. Brougham to 
inform hit of the condition of the meat 
that had been inspected by his subordl- 
rates. Dr. Brougham replied that the 
Health Department should have re- 
talned samples of the meat. Some speci- 
meng which Dr. Jordan had kdpt were 
then séft to Dr. Brougham and by him 
forwarded to the Bureau at Washing- 
ton. <A, M. Farrington, chief of the 
Pureau, examiried the meat and replied 
that unless the melanosis was general 
ir the carease the inspectors were not 
under obligation to condemn it. Dr. 
Jordan says the beeves were infected 
throughout and that as melanosis ie due 
to Texas fever, the constimption of the 
meat would be dangerous. 

“To my mind the discovery we have 
made substantiates the charges made 
by Frederick J. Harms and Julius Bis- 
choff, Government inspectors at Past 
/ St. Louls,”’ said Dr. Jordan to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “They said that the 
inspection Was careless or Mig ja and 1 
believe they were right. We fave had 
frequent réasons for complaint, but we 
Lave had little eneouragémént from the 
Federal inspectors.”
